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HE pulse of a convention is 
as definite as that of an in- 


dividual. To seasoned vet- 
erans of many A.L.A. conferences 
(of whom I am one), the Cincin- 
nati meeting struck a new high in 
its vigorous recognition of problems facing 
the profession, its forward-looking program, 
and the complete absence of any note of 


inharmony. 


If the large number of visitors at the 
Compton booth was any indication, there 
was an unusual interest in exhibits this year. 
In great demand was an attractive reprint 
of the new article on William Shakespeare, 
published in the 1940 edition of Compton's, 
and written by Dr. Robert M. Gay, Director 
of English, Simmons College. Dr. Joseph 
Q. Adams, Director, and Dr. Edwin E. Wil- 
loughby, Chief Bibliographer of the Folger 
Shakespeare Library, were frequently con- 
sulted by Dr. Gay and by the Compton edi- 
tors during the preparation of this article. 
Single copies are still available to librarians 


desiring them. 
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HILDREN’S and school li- 
ew are particularly in- 

terested in the new edition 
of Seven Stories High, originally 
prepared by Anne Carroll Moore 
in 1932, and completely revised 
and reprinted for the A.L.A. Conference. 
This list was reprinted in separate form at 
the request of the children’s and school 
librarians who attended the Institute on 
Library Work with Children held at the 
School of Librarianship of the University 
of California a year ago. Free copies of 
this booklet are available for reference use
